practicable price. It rather looks as though the 
supply and price of gas pipe varies with the in- 
tentions of the gas company. However, if the 
company is really minded to lay anything from 
a half inch pipe up, forbid that council should 
stand in the way by stickling over the calibre of 
the conduit. The company cannot lay anything 
that will be of less value to the city whose fran- 
chise it holds than its past operations have been: 


MORE BAD ADVERTISING. 


Premier Greenfield says the position of the 
Alberta farmer is ‘‘serious but not hopeless.’’ 
That at least is one degree less harmful than the 
picture of the farmers’ plight that has been 
drawn by his representatives in Parliament.

If we do not want more people 
and more money in Alberta our political Jere. 
miahs are taking the right course to keep out 
hoth. If we do want either of these immigrants 
it would be better to keep the present staff of 
advertising agents at home. 


WORDS COUNT FOR SOMETHING. 


May the non-musical but music-loving section 
of the public be understood to vigorously ap- 
plaud the little lecture which Mr, Granville Ban- 
tock delivered to singers in general at the musi- 
cal festival on Wednesday, anent the advisability 
of pronouncing the words of a song so that the 
y rs can tell what it is all about? That is a 
subject on which the layman—who pays good 
money to hear a concert, but who makes no pre- 
tensions to professional qualifications—has pretty 
strong feelings, but upon which he does not often 
venture to express his candid opinion. To put it 
plainly, he feels thet he has been swindled when 
some vocalist holds forth in a way that leaves 
him wondering whether the language of the song 
is ancient Babylonian or modern Chinese. But 
he is afraid to say 60, lest some alleged savant 
rise up to tell him that he doesn’t know “art”?

ance is art, but it really is not sense, and from 
the viewpoint of the ticket-buyer it does not 
sound like a square deal, Wherefore it is peeul- 
iarly refreshing to him to hear some one who can 
speak with authority lay down the law that 
people who cannot sing words just can’t sing, It 
should be said, of course, that these exhibitions 
are only frequent enough to be conspicuous, and 
that the offending amateur is only imitating some 
of the professionals: If the festival continues to 
put emphasis on the necessity of singing so that

OTTAWA, May 16.—Blimination 
of the deportation clause in the Lin- 
migration act, provided for in the 
bill to amend the act, came in for 
severe criticism in the senate today. 
The bil! was held over for further 
consideration. 

Under this clause all except Can- 
adian born citizens, if found gullty 
of violation of law or agitation 
agalist the state, may, after enquiry 
by the immigration department, be 
deported. Settlers from Great Brit- 
ain come under this clause, 

Sir James Lougheed said that set-
